That today is the 157th anni- 
versary of the establishment of 
the federal postal system and that 
Benjamin Franklin was on July 
26, 1775, named the first 
ter-general of the United States

| Although no records of the es- 
tablishment of a local postal sys- 
| tem have been kept, early resi- 
dents of the city recall the time 
when Ernie Rivers set up in his 
i grocery store on Second avenue 
| below the Santa Fe tracks the first 
postoffice—sometime around 1894. 
Upland was North Ontario in those 
days, and the fourth class office 
could boast only a handful of pa- 
trons. Both grocery store and 
postoffice changed hands several 
years later when J. H. Sourwine 
| bought out Rivers’ business and 
| was commissioned postmaster. 
| Mails were first distributed from 
an Office north of the tracks when

come as a result of our christian 
civilization. Our growing tendency 
of treating religion as a myth and 
living by our scientific genius is 
all wrong, said the speaker.
